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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publi cation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Best (U.S. Patent 
Number 2,870,698). 

Best discloses a refrigerating aircraft air conditioning system. The system comprises ram 
air inlet 20, pressurized air inlet 10, heat exchanger 16. A jet pump (not shown) utilizing engine 
bleed air from the manifold 10 can be incorporated to induce flow through the heat exchanger 16 
and the ram air conduits 20 and 22 when necessary. A throttle valve 30, preferably automatically 
operated responsive to temperature or to temperature change, is disposed in the conduit 24 to 
control the flow in the cold air circuit. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Biagini (U.S. 
Patent Number 4,312,191) in view of Best (U.S. Patent Number 2,870,698) or Rannenberg (U.S. 
Patent Number 4,209,993). 

Biagini discloses an environmental control system for aircraft. Referring to Figs. 3 and 3a, 
the system comprises ram air inlet 60, heat exchanger 12, precooler 20 and ejector 90. The 
conduit 91 may be connected to and receive air under pressure from flow path 47 or flow path 
37. The presence of the ram air ejector 90 will preclude the need for the electric fan 68. 
However, Biagini does not disclose temperature control valve. Best and Rannenberg (Fig.2) 
disclose temperature sensor at the downstream of the heat exchanger and used to control the ram 
air flow in the same field of endeavor for the purpose of temperature control. Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide the apparatus of Biagini with a temperature sensor at the downstream of the heat 
exchanger and used to control ram air flow in view of Best or Rannenberg so as to control 
temperature.
